NOTE: Ttie amendment after final filed on 9/22/08, changed the scope of the invention due to the fact that the claim 
language for claim 1 has been amended to recite "to yield a plurality of CRC calculation values of an n-bit CRC result and "a switch 
configured for selectively passing one CRC calculation values included in the plurality of CRC calculation values, the passed CRC 
calculation value being calculated by one of said plurality of CRC calculation blocks". Wherein before amended the claim language read " 
blocks performing a CRC calculation in parallel to yield a value of an n-bit CRC result" and " a switch for selectively passing one of the CRC 
calculation values calculated by one of said plurality of CRC calculation blocks". Further, claim 14 now also recites "selecting one of: the 
first CRC value and the second CRC value as the CRC output value" and "wherein the selection of one of: the first CRC value and the 
second CRC value is accomplished by a switch selection signal". This amendment changes the scope of the invention, and would require 
further search and consideration. 
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
